Golos told me that this 
person was one of a group of engineers, and that he bad given this person 
residence telephone ra.aber so that he would be able to reach Golos whenever 
he desired. He did not elaborate on the activities of this person and his 
associates nor did tke ever identify any of tl-,ea except that this oneoan 
to who* he gave my telephone number was referred to as 'Julius'. However, 

. - ■ I do net believe this was his true name, I received 2 or 3 telephone- 

calls from Julius telling me he wanted to see Golos ana relayed the aes sages 
to Golos. Sometime later, probably in 19U3# Julius and the others in the 
group proceeded to SC’-folk, Ta, where they secured employment of some 
kind, and I recall that on one occasion Golos traveled to K^rfolk te 
. . see them. Approximately 6 months prior to the death cf Golos, he told 
me that he was turning ever Julius and that group tc seme other Russian 
who* be did Aoi'.idectify. I<y last contact with Julius came shortly before 
; ; the death of Golos, after the latter had turned the group over to someone - 
else. On this occasion Julius telephoned me very early ir. the ttoming 
and said he wanted to see Golos. Golos tcld me later that the reason Julius 
had desired tc see'-bim was that he had lost hie Russian contact and wanted 
to enlist Golos* aid in getting reestablished. 1 have no further knowledge 
of the identity nor cf the activities of this group, except that, so far at 
I know or have reason to believe, Golos was not receiving mail from them at . 
any tine either while they were in Hew lork or after they moved to Norfolk. 
Luring a conversation I had with Jack, hewever, soar time in the fall 
of 19iiU« when be and I were dl 9 cu 8 sir.g desirable types of infoivnation to be 
eou^t, he remarked that, though he was interested primarily in political 
... ^ data, he was always glad to receive information, for instance, like that 

group of engineers down in Norfolk might secure -■ if they should learn , ,v" 

. . something about a submarine, I would be glad to get it.*
